he June meeting of the Ft. Wayne Ra- 

dio Club was held at the Good Shep- 
herd United Methodist Church on 19 
June, 2015 and was hosted by club presi- 
dent Steve Nardin, W9SAN. There were 
about 25 people in attendance for this 
meeting, and, after reciting the Pledge of 
Allegiance, everyone present introduced 
themselves via their call-sign. Since | 
could not attend this meeting, Linda Nar- 
din was kind enough to serve as scribe 
and collected the notes these minutes are 
built from. 


Steve noted that Jack Shutt, W9GT was 
the winner of the Indiana QSO Party, and 
the club came in 6th. How’ bout that? 


Paul Prestia, KA3OPOZ reported that 
all of our repeaters are functioning. He 
installed a new duplexer on the 146.76 
machine at Robison Park and it is operat- 
ing at full power. A software upgrade was 
installed in both the 146.76 and 444.875 
machines that allows them to ID as 
“W9TE/R” instead of just “W9TE”, and the 
transmit audio treble has been boosted 
to make the audio more readable. How- 
ever it appears that the 146.76 antenna 
(the upper antenna) is going bad and may 
need to be replaced. He also noted that 
the 146.94 antenna at Parkview, (or per- 
haps its feedline), may be acting up. That 
will be looked into soon. 


Tom Rupp, KU8T reported that the 220 
machine is now installed at the Masonic 
Temple with the antenna mounted on a 
14’ mast atop the roof. It's operating at 


30 watts on 224.78 MHz with a negative 
1.6 MHz offset and hosts a net on Tuesday 
evening at 7:00 pm. 


Bob Streeter, W8ST gave the Treasur- 
er's report as follows: 


As of 19 June, 2015 the club had year- 
to-date income of $3,209.55, and expens- 
es of $1,735.38. It had $56.76 in cash, 
$2,116.35 in checking, and $8,051.59 in 
savings. 


Steve noted that the replacement du- 
plexer for the 146.76 machine acquired 
at Dayton cost $400.00. It replaces the 40 
year old home-brew unit that is no longer 
maintainable. In addition, expenses for 
replacement tires for the club trailer ex- 
ceeded the $150.00 vote trigger limit by 
$15.00. Thus in accordance with the club 
by-laws, a vote is required to approve 
both expenses. A motion to approve was 
proposed and seconded, and a vote taken 
which approved the expenses. 


Steve reported that the club will in- 
deed participate in the Three Rivers Fes- 
tival parade, which will occur on Saturday 
11 July. The club will have a truck with a 
trailer plus two vans with foxhunt anten- 
nas mounted. Walkers will have handheld 
yagi’s and will have (FWRC) information 
handouts, and we will have banners ad- 
vertising the FWRC hand carried, and on 
the trailer. Kim Machamer, KB9DOT, club 
chairperson for this event, has been deep- 
ly involved with the TRF parade head- 
shed negotiating the details of our par-

ticipation, and has been coordinating all 
of the items necessary for the FWRC to be 
in the parade. About 50,000 people are 
expected to attend the event and so this 
is an excellent opportunity to expose the 
community to the existence of the FWRC 
and to the hobby. 


Steve noted that only nineteen people 
attended the Spring Banquet this year. 
Apparently a lot of things were going on 
that weekend (graduations, weddings, 
etc.). That being the case it has been 
decided that the Spring Banquet will be 
moved to April for 2016. 


Steve announced that plans are com- 
ing together for Field Day. It will be held 
at the Dolnick center again this year and 
will include a VE testing session Saturday 
morning, a hog roast ($10.00) Saturday 
night, and a pancake breakfast ($4.00) 
Sunday morning, plus an awful lot of 
yelling and screaming into microphones, 
swiping of keyer paddles, and thumping 
of keyboards. Folks will be out there Fri- 
day evening for QRP activity, and setup 
will commence Saturday morning. We 
will probably operate 5A with cw, phone 
and digital stations, plus a GOTA station. 
Looks like weather may be an issue. 


Steve reminded everyone that the CQ 
Woldwide VHF contest will occur 21 July.

he title of this month’s column asks a 

pretty simple question. The answer, of 
course, is it’s telling you the strength of 
the station you are listening to. Some fur- 
ther critical questions are ‘how accurate is 
my S-meter?’ and ‘can | use my S-meter to 
compare antennas’? 


The ‘how accurate is my S-meter?’ 
question appears to also have a simple 
answer. Each S-unit is 6 dB and S9 is 50 
microVolts (which is -73 dBm in a 50-ohm 
system), right? Unfortunately the values 
quoted are an old Collins Radio standard 
(from the 1950s and 1960s) that wasn't 
necessarily universally accepted in the 
entire radio industry. For example, the 
accompanying plot shows the S-meter 
performance of several of my receivers. 
The measurements were done on 40-Me- 
ters using a homebrew crystal-controlled 
oscillator of known output power in con- 
junction with a step attenuator. 


The first observation of this data is that 
an S-meter reading of S9 (the data points 
on the far right of the x-axis) isn’t neces- 
sarily -73 dBm (the old Collins Radio stan- 
dard). The TS-180 is very close, but the FT- 
747 is 7 dB less while the OMNI-VI is 7 dB 
more. If | have all three of my receivers lis- 
tening to the same station and connected 
to the same antenna, an S9 report would 
be a different signal strength depending 
on the receiver. 


The second observation of this data is 
tied to the slope of each curve. Of course 
by definition the old Collins Radio stan- 
dard has a constant slope of 6 dB per S- 
unit. Looking carefully at the data shows 
all three receivers have slightly different 
slopes and there are anomalies in the 
slopes (especially with the OMNI-VI at low

signal levels). 


This brings us to the ‘can | use my S- 
meter to compare antennas?’ question. If 
you assume an S-unit is 6 dB, then your 
comparison will be inaccurate and may 
lead you to the wrong conclusion. If you 
calibrate your S-meter as | have done 
with my three receivers, then your results 
should be accurate because you know 
the actual difference between each S-unit 
reading. 


An example of this would be compar- 
ing Antenna A and Antenna B on either 
of the three receivers. You observe that 
Antenna A gives an S2 reading, while 
Antenna B gives an S1 reading (this also 
assumes that there is no interaction be- 
tween antennas - this could be a big 
problem). Without knowing your S-meter 
performance and assuming the old Col- 
lins Radio standard, you would conclude 
that Antenna A has 6 dB gain over Anten- 
na B. But with actual data, you’d accurate- 


ly conclude that Antenna A only has 2 or 
3 dB gain over Antenna B. The difference 
may not sound like a lot, but this is how 
wild claims are born. 


The bottom line is take the time to cali- 
brate your S-meter. You might even want 
to do it on other bands. I've also calibrat- 
ed my OMNI-VI on 160-Meters, and it is for 
all intents and purposes the same as the 
results on 40-Meters. The S-meter perfor- 
mance on 160-Meters is crucial to know 
when comparing signal-to-noise ratios of 
various low-noise receive antennas. Final- 
ly, you might want to read the reprint of a 
1977 QST article that appears in the June 
2015 QST on page 49.

HicH Winp Event Strikes Fort Wayne 


eres morning, June 27, a heavy rain and high wind event struck Fort Wayne and 
other parts of Allen County. 


At 8:07 a.m., the automated weather observation station at the Fort Wayne Inter- 
national Airport measured a wind gust of 66 mph. That's well above the wind speed 
at which structural damage begins to occur. It’s also above the minimum wind speed 
the National Weather Service needs to issue a severe thunderstorm warning. But the 
weather lacked one important requirement, which is why the National Weather Service 
(NWS) issued no severe thunderstorm warning; it wasn’t a thunderstorm. 


By the time the wind died down, more than 100 trees had fallen all over Fort Wayne, 
mostly uprooted by a combination of wind and saturated soil. 


IMO SKYWARN net control stations did not activate a SKYWARN net on the 146.88 
MHz repeater, because the NWS did not issue a warning and because the event was so 
short-lived. 


Nonetheless, the widespread damage demonstrated the power of straight-line 
winds that usually accompany severe thunderstorms. We can use it as an example 
when we talk to friends and family members about the importance of heeding severe 
thunderstorm warnings, versus ignoring them because they aren't tornado warnings.

| ees of Fort Wayne-area residents 
are safer this storm season, thanks to 
seven IMO SKYWARN volunteers who are 
also Fort Wayne Radio Club members. 


The volunteers represented ham radio 
at weather radio programming events in 
late May and early June. At a Walgreens 
store on Fort Wayne's near north side and 
a Kroger store in New Haven, these vol- 
unteers configured residents’ radios for 
them. 


As a result, the radios will remain silent 
unless a watch or warning includes the 
users’ own counties. These area residents 
will now be alerted to dangerous weath- 
er, even if it threatens them late at night, 
when they’re asleep. 


Broadcast meteorologists from WANE 
TV and the assistant director of the Al- 
len County Office of Homeland Security 
also participated. Hams who volunteered 
included: Tom Baker, N9TB; Fred Geng- 
nagel, KC9EZP; Steve Haxby, N9MEL; Jim 
Moehring, KB9WWM; Howard Pletcher, 
N9ADS; and Jim Pliett, K9OMA.
